THE SMOKE NUISANCE MUST BE STOPPED. 

Has any man à rigut to commit a nut- 
sance which damages the health and proper- 
ty of others to thé amount of $10, so that he 
may save 81 for himself ! 

That is the ämoke question in a nutshell. 
That is what the men who are responsible fer 
this intolerable nuisance must answer. 

What is that which here in Chicago we call 
“the smoke nuisance’? It is something 
which is depreciating the value of property, 
whieh is driving people to the suburbs for 
homes, which is injuring the health of all 
who have to breatilie our impure air; which 18 
ruining clothing and stocks of goods, and ex- 
citing the contemptuous astonishment of 
every visitor. These things are all the re- 
sult of the reckless and wasteful tse 
of soft coal, without afi attenipt to 
mitigate its evils even by the exercise of the 
commonest care. While each of the persons 
thus using soft coal is saving perfiaps $1, he 
is inflicting damage on othérs to the extent 
of $10. What justificatioi can there be for 
this? The only poor consolation is that 
those who act thus are themselves sufferérs 
from tlie niiseries they inflict on others. 
They are “frying in theirown fat.” Tue 
value of their property is running down all 
the time and their lives are being shortened. 
The smoke from the establishments of others, 
if not from their own, pours into their dwell- 
ings and enters their nostrils. 

Where is the remedy? Tun Tut Nb 
pointed it out yesterday, as it has done often 
betore. It showed how these evils can first 
be mitigated and reduced and finally ba 
abolished altogether. 

1. If soft coal is retained insist on the use 
of smoke-burners, improved furnace con- 
struction, and careful firing, and thus reduce 
the smoke three-fourths, 

2. Make it obligatory to use hard cdal or 
coke, and thus make no coal-smoke nuisanée.

There are people who say there is no ef- 
fective smoke-burner. Thatis nottrue. The 
use of the simple and cheap steam jet, with 
half careful management, does away with 
from 75 to 80 per cent of the smoke. Tue 
TRIBUNE has tried it for seven or eight years. 
and knows that to be a fact. The first cost is 
about $15 or $20, and the cost of maintenance 
the merest trifle, and the saving of fuel and 
increase of steam 15 to 20 per cent. 

A boilerof ample capacity, properly set, 
with sufficient grate surface, with proper at- 
tention to his work on the part of the fire- 
man, relieves thé use of soft coal of much of 
its objectionable features. But all that is 
merely palliative, a temporary expedient. 
What is needed is to insist on the use of hara 
coal or coke. For all stationary engines the 
latter can be used without the least difficulty. 
A tou of it does more work than a ton of hard 
coal, and costs but two-thirds as much or less. 
The margin of difference over the cost of soft 
coal is not large enough to justify the greed- 
iest of men, in his own eyes even, in creating 
an unbearable and unending nuisance. 

If, as is claimed, coke cannot be used on 
tugs and railroad engines on account of ite 
bulk, then use hard coal. An experienced 
tugman says he Wants the Council to pass 
an ordinance making its use obligatory. He 
says it would end the nuisance, and that the 
additonal cost—which would be charged 
against the vessels hiring the tugs—would 
de a mere trifle. Puss it then, and put an 
end to these eddying tides of the foulest 
smoke, which are belched out all along the 
river and its branches, and poison the at 
mosphere fromthe river mouth to Bridge- 
port and Fullerton avenue. Then, finally, 
when we can use gas and oil economically 

fot manufacturing purposes, 6dke and hard 
coal can be laid on one side. 

This city has met other nuisances before 
and stamped them out. It met the Bridgeport 
stenches and overcame them. Those who made 
them said they not be helped. The city 
showed they be, and the offenders 
saved instead of lost money by ending them.

OUR PLAYERS IN PARIS. 

The success of Daly's company in Paris ia un- 
equivocal and as pronounced with the French 
press as with the general public. The test 
to which they have been subjected is not only 
severe but merciless. Our American artists 
incline moré to the Engiish slow and suggest- 
ive modes of dramatic expression than to 
the vivid pantomime characteristic of the 
impulsive and pictorial Gaul. The sudienees 
of the Freuch theatrés are of the mass of 
the people; ahd the mass of thé people not 
only do not know English but they are of the 
opinion that.only French is worth knowing. 
The malicious stupidity of Voltaire if char- 
acterizing Shakspeare to the French as an 
unlettered savage has done serious harm in 
retarding French appreciation of English 
drama; and while thé playing of French 
companies in London has atoned in part for 
that historic outrage itis now admitted that 
the real cause of the improving interest 
which English drama awakens in Paris is the 
playing of our American actors. 

We can take a genuine pride in this artistic 
progress: To make Shakspeare better known 
in the world is the highest function dramatic 
art can achieve until a greater than he writes 
plays. Daly’s company, moreover, is purely 
American. Whatever its faults, whatever its 
merits, its qualty is raey of our boil, its 
stand ards are developed by our National 
taste; it is not English except in speaking 
that tongue With exéeptional ptrity. Its in- 
terpretation of at least two Shakspearean 
comedies vies with the most limpid and po- 
etic that the stage nas ever known. It is true 
that throughout the country wretched trav- 
éstiésg on drama Make money. Low farce 
and buffdonish horseplay create unbounded 
laughter. The musty joke, the coarse allu- 
sion, and the boisterous caricature continue 
to draw large houses But the county and 
the time that build up an artistic company 
like Daly’s, and by appréciation of délicacy, 
spirit, refinement; and deliciousness of true 
humor stamp such comedians with National 
approval, are not to be despised as lacking in 
real dramatic taste. The most pleasing feat- 
ure in their Parisian suecess is that its effect 
on American theatre management will be in 
the interest of higher excellence.

TWO STARS IN ONE SPHERE. 

Mr. James Russeli Lowell is the guest and 
daily companion of Lord Alfred Tennyson at 
the home of the latter. Widely as the two 
poets have differed in their approach toward 
the Muses as well as in their political opin- 
ions in the days when each was in his prime, 
the hoar ot age finds them with clasped 
hands. Their early paths were so far apart 
they could scarcely hear each other halldo in 
tle uplands of the world’s progress. The 
Valley they descend togettie#. For it is a 
singular but obvious truth that, however 
radicai poets are when young, they grow con- 
servative with years. The exceptions— 
Shelley and Byron, for example—ouly prove 
the rule which Wordsworth, Coleridge, 
Moore, Schiller, Goethe, and many of less 
lustre have emphasized. Ths psychologist 
will Gasily account for thé puenomenon by 
suggesting that as the fires of imagination 
ars forced too afdéatly th the begifiiimg 
only the glow of the ashes remains to light 
the poet to his tomb. 

In Lowell’s case, and in Ténnysdn’s in less 
degree, the change is one that arouses pity. 
In his political essays, the most recent of the 
volumes bearing his name, there is an inti- 
mation that nothing in their pages can stir 
animosity; since the latest is more than 
twenty years oid. The pfaintive protest im- 
plied against itritating comment on any text 
that may be found among them is unworthy 
the man whose fiery pen lighted up the dark- 
est period of our National history and whose 
pungent logic, biting wit, and superb satire 
counted for so much in @¢rystdllizing the 
opinion of fis country arid his time upon the 
greatest of problems that have vexed statés- 
méanship—the right of every human being to 
be free, Mr. Low essays on the attitude 
of the — cto towards the 
slavery system and Ms analysis of the char- 
acter of Abraham Lancoln present in them- 
selves un epitome of the worst and tue best 


mendous struggle that ended only in 
the martyrdom of Lincoln and the 
emancipation of the churches with the 
blacks. No one ean read these essays 
without marveling how the heart that con- 
ceived their eloquence and shaped their 
glorious truths can have faltered within two 
years whet requested to speak on & theme 80 
closely akin to them; one whose inspiration 
—the character of Washington—it would 
seem, should have bghted anew the ancient 
fire with which Lowell's verse as Well as his 
prose was illuminated for years. | 

Tennyson, many of whose lyrics contain 
the vital germs of slow and intellectual revo- 
lution, has long been in decadence. He 
never watchéd the torch of liberty u the 
same high role as his genius won for Lowell. 
But at least he sang health fully. sweetly, 
and touched no false notes until the poison 
of flattery had entered his brain and made 
him believe it was greater to be laureate than 
free. Wordsworth’s retrenchment of his po- 
litical creed occurred while he was still 
virile; but his childish servility, his timor- 
ousness about death, and his petty fondness 
for the paltry made it easy for him to recant 
his great thoughts in order to caress small 
vanities. 

Doubdtiess Lowell and Tentiyson have much 
to say to each other about the world going to 
the bow-wows. So had Heine; go had nearly 
all the poets of the lakes; so have the fear- 
ful souls who drone away in prose what Low- 
ell and Tennvson may perhaps occasionally

GEN. MCLURG’S APOLOGIES 

In his recent interview in Paris Gen. A. C. 
McClurg, the big bookseller of Chicago, 
vainiy attempted to justify himself in vlay- 
ing mugwump and Voting for Cleveland 
agaih. Ke bégifs With this remarkable 
ey oe t:

Gen. McClurg’s personal knowledge of 
mugwumps must be sitiguiarly slight. It 
would be easy to give the flames of a hun- 
dred even here in Chiéago who have declared 


Harrison, as they have become disgusted 
with Cleveland’s Violation of his divil service 
reform pledges and other bad doings. 

Gen. McCliirg votéd for Cleveland four 
years ago, not because of any dissatisfaction 
with Republican doctrifies, but on account of 
his objections to Blaine as the Presidential 
candidate. He laid great stress on the Mulli- 
gan letters, the Fort Scott bonds, and the 
other matters so indtstriously rehearsed by 
Carl Schurz, George William Curtis, the New 
York Post, and others, aud made the subject 
of endless cartootis in Puck. Objecting to 
Blaine personally Gen. McClurg took up with 
the notion that Cleveland was an independ- 
ent man, not much of a ~partisan— 
almost a Republican—and à great and 
reliable friend oof civil service re- 
form; whé would, in fact, dive the country 
a better and fairer Administration than even 
Arthur had done. Gen. McClurg has lived 
to see that his confidetice in Clévéland was 
wofully misplaced; but he limpingly con- 
tends that if Cleveland did not come up to 
his “ high ideal as a civil service reformer, 
he at least did better than some other Presi- 
dents. 

In what respect? Cleveland nas made 
twenty removals for partisan reasons Where 
Arthur made one. In grabbing the spoils 
and parceling them 6ut as a partisan reward 
to disunion e6x-Confederates and their sym- 
pathizers he has decapitated nearly 100,000 
trained, tried, capable, honest offitials—five 
times as many as any other President ever 
removed. He has repudiated the one-term 
principle which he % warmly indorsed four. 
years ago, and while he denounced those 
who stood feady to aid with money,” he 
has now subscribed $10,000 to buy his own re- 
election. Instead of proving a non-partisan 
he has put a premium of service in the 
Rebel army and made dévotion to the Lost 
Cause one of the dest passports to 
place and favor under his Administration. 
He has glorified Calhounism in a public letter 
and expressed his regret therein that the 
nullification and secessionist principles of 
Calhoun “are not more generally studied 
and better understood ! As his purposes 
aud motives become plainer it is dleat that 
he is a Calhoun man in principle even on thé 
tariff, and is now encouraging and leading a 
véhomous assault on thé principie of protec- 
tion itself. 

Will Gen. McClurg say frankly that he still 
regards Cieveland as a stanch civil service 
réformer,” & moderate tariff man, a mild 
partisan—frée from taint of State sovereign- 
ty heresy? Does he consider the President's 
recent nitiful exhibition made in frittering 
away and neglecting American fishery rights 
in His abortive treaty and then hoaréely de- 
manding more power, when he had had 
plenty for eighteen months, and threaten- 
ing rétaliation an evidence of statesman- 
ship?! Would Gen., MeClurg, sf now in the 
coutitry, attempt to excuse oF apologize for 
Oleveland’s humuliating position in the Chi- 
nesé matter, Xposed as he tow is in con- 
temptible demagogy and left to” maxe the 
best of attempted bartisan trickery? S0 far 
as Cleveland is concerned Gen. McClurg has 
found his confidenee misplaced and his en- 
pestations disappointed, Whether he don 
fesses it of not, and he certainly cannot 
bring against Harrison the personal objec 
tions he had to Blaine. Hundreds and thou- 
sands of mugwuinps who were such sinipiy 
because of their dislike of Blaine are now 
supporting Harrison.

The press of England is divided on the 
féasibility of opening the churches on week- 
days: The arguments against the proposal 
are curious and not lacking in grotesque 
quaifitnéss.

It is suggested that nefaridus 
persons will secrete themselves in dusity 
shadows and when the beadle has departed 
will off with the vestments, the candlesticks, 
and tne baptismal fonts, to say nothing of 
the choir books, thé organ pipes, and the 
chandeliers. It is feared nobody would at- 
tend the week-day services and that every 
minister would become another Swift ad- 
dressing sermons to thé solitary sexton. It 
is aphrehended, on the other hand, that some 
men might be distracted from tneir business, 
and, allured by chant and orison, would 
négiect those Mundane concerns whose 
thrifty transaction has made Eugland pow- 
erful in every quarter of a practical worid. 

The grim humor of these objections does 
not seem to sink quickly or deeply into the 
serious breast of Mr. Bull, who has main- 
tained a church by taxation on all men, 
whether they accept it or not, even on Sun- 


compuision, finds his sons so aversé to Its in- 
fluence and its pretensions that ne is not 
sure they will not confiscate its goods and 
chattels piecemeal as cordially, if unwatched, 
as Harry Tudor confiscatsd them wholesule 
to swell thé revenues of a crown more luxu- 
rious than prayerful.

He Prepared to Lynch a Young Preacher 
Who Praised Abolition. 


IypranaPoiis, Ind., Sept. 8 
Brooks, the Prohibition candidate for Vice- 
President, has hung round this State until 


the people have begun to investigate him. 
It was discovered today that he was one of a 
small gang of young Rebels who made it im- 
possibie for Northern students at Bethany 
College, Virginia, before the war to express 
their opinions. The first demonstration of 
this hatred was made against Philip Burns, 
whose family now reside in this State. It was 
the practice of the college to have the theo- 
logical students preach Sundays in the col- 
lege chapel. Burns in his addfess expressed 
his commendation of the English Govern- 
ment in freeimg the West Indies slaves. He 
had barely uttered the last word when 
Brooks and his gang of young fire-caters 
arose and went down under the pulpit where 
they found implements with which they 
made a great noise intending by it to sup- 
press the speaker. But Burns was plucky 
and proceeded with his sermon. His per- 
sistency aroused the anger of the you 
slave-owners and some of them 
a rope with which they prepared to 
lynch the boy preacher when he should 
come out of the buildmg. Burns was a 
brave young fellow, however, and with his 
wife on his arm he walked out of the chapel 
oblivious of the would-be lynchers, who slunk 
away before him. Next day there was great 
excitement in the college. The Southern 
students called a meeting in the c 
They were in an overwhelming majority 
and passed resolutions severely censuring 
Burns for his sermon. The Northern stu- 
dents, r twenty in number 
also held a meeting, and ten of 
them resolved that they would not attend 
classes so long as matters stood in that 
and until they were guaranteed freedom o 
speech and treated as equais.

Frederick Beardsice, the Well-Known Elec- 
trician, Commits Suicide. 

New York, Sept. 8.—Frederick E. Beards- 
lee, a well-known electrician, Was found dead 
in the rooms of the Denison Auto-Telegraph 
Laboratory, where he was employed, at 8:30 
o’clock this morning.. He had evidently 
committed suicide. The deceased had been 
in the service of the electrical companies 
in this country and 
superintended the work of introducing the 
electric light in Mexico.

CLEANING STREETS IIR FIRE-HOGE. 


A Pennsylvania Man's Saggestion for Re- 
moving Chicago Dirt. 

“rhe conservative old town of Pitteburg 
can give Chicago points on streetcleaning,”’ 
remarked a Penusyivania iron man visiting 
in Chicago as a patent aweeper with a 
double team of horses rattied past on 
Madison street the other night. Tue 
sweeper is unknown in that city and 
the outlying towns, has been 
used there. They 
results. The in 
of the town are paved with granite blocks, 
like those of Chi At midnight a couple 
of men in rubber ts appear with a few 
sections of ordinary fire-hose on a small cart. 
They begin at one end of Fifth avenue—the 
Madison street of Pittsburg—and go to the 
other. As the hose iine behing them 
shortens they attach other sections or make 
an attachment to anearer plug. Behind them 
the highway glistens under the electric light— 
before them a dark flood rushes down along 
the curd and into the sewer inlets. The 
work goes on all night, and. in the morning 
the Pittsburger finds noth to indicate 
twenty-four hours of traffic t the worn 
edges of the granite blocks. 

“Five or six years agoa bright young 
newspaper man, who is an editorial writer 
there now— Charles Foster is his name—was 


in the vista of mud that shone out in the 
sunlight cleaner than it had ever been be- 
fore. The reporter saw that this was the so- 
lution of the street cleaning probiem about 
which so much had been written in his sanc- 
tum. At the first favorable moment he pre- 
pared the scheme in a half-column article. It 
was laughed at. People said that the sewers 
would be clogged and that the water supply 
of the city wouldn't stand the demands t 
would be made uponit. The Street Commis- 
sioners had no faith in it, but 
the young man kept hammering away, and 
finally the department gave it atrial. Ex- 
perience soon taught them that no harm 
came to the sewers, evenin districts where 
the fall was light: The dirt which the plug 
stream picked up end carried away was light 
—it floated away and left but little sediment, 
and besides, the flooding of the sewers 
seemed act to clear them of matter that 
would other have accumulated. The 
water supply has proved to be far 
more than sufficient for all demands 
for i The plug stream system 
has been adopted ali over the city where the 
pavements are of hard material, ana Pitts- 
burgers wouldn’t give it up for any other. 

In the first place it is the cheapest and 
simplest method imaginabie. Three men 
wich a plug stream cost about $10 a nigh 
and they can get over perhaps two miles o 
street before daylight, and finish it from end 
to end inperfect order so that nobody need 
follow after. By the Chicago method four 
teams of horses drawing two sweepers and 
managed by four men are employed to do 
the same work. They do not do it as well 
and leave the sweepings in a little 
ridge along either curb which fifteen 
or twenty other men with carts 
and horses must sweep and gather 
after them. Imagine the difference in cost. 
Anotner advantage of the plug stream sys- 
tem is that it leaves the narrow alicys as 
clear as the great thoroughfares on which 
traffic is heaviest. Last year the cleaning of 
Chicago streets cost 808. 474.“ 

Hidden away in the buiky pamphlet which 
records the doings of the Chicago Depart- 
ment of Public Works during 1887 are a 
couple of pages devoted to street cleaning.“ 
By the figures there tabulated it appears 
that the total number of miles of street cleaned 
during 1887 was 4,082, of which 3,518 miles 
were cleaned under contract. The total cost 
of the work was $98,474. A simple operation 
in arithmetic shows that each mile driven 
over by the street cleaning charioteer cost 
the citizen into’ Whose face the dust was 
blown just §24.41. | 

If the hose gang, by using the fire plugs, 
could do the work for about one-third of that 
cost and do it better, the same experditure 
might make the city vastly Cieaner than it 1s 
now, especially in some of the manufactur- 
ing districts. And if the sewers, too, should 
turn out to be improved. by the operation 
the Pittsburg iron man’s talk would prove to 
have been far from being in vain.

SOME OF THE NECESSARY RULES. 

Second—An agreement on the part of mem- 
bers of the association to adopt and abide by 
certain rules regulating their own require- 
ments and looking towards elevating and 
ameliorating che conditions of domestic 
service, These rules should require that all 
domestic helpers should be assured of com- 
fortable sleeping rooms, certain hours of 
their own upon which the mistress would 
make no demands, provide against over- 
work without consideration, and in every 
Way convey the idea that their employers 
would consider the interest and com- 
fort of their servants. The bare an- 
nouncement that a responsible asso- 
ciation of housekeepers had agreed 
to secure the best possible condition for the 
comfort, convenience, and of their 
servants would cause a large number of the 
best workers among women, not only in this 
city but from the country, to seek employ- 
ment through the association. There is 
every reason to believe that the best class of 
domestics throughout the city would rejoice 
ih some form of organization which would 
thus regulate their work and assure them of 
employment in good families. One way in 
which this whole work could be commented 
would be for tne tion to invite all do- 
mestic servants wlio would: be interested in 
such an organization to meet and listen to 
the plans of the ladies for their mutual 
benefit. There are scores of women in the 
City of Chicago who are able and effective 
speakers in their own club meetings and 
who would doubtless be willing to address 
meetings of girls and women who are in do- 
mestic service and be able to inspire them 
with a desire to become known and recog- 
nized as skilled and responsible and valued 
neipers. In this would we not be worthily 
following in the path of men who have inau- 
gurated economic conference between capi- 
talists and laborers, endeavoring thus to 
bring about harmonious relations between 
employer and employed?

- WHEAT A BOSTON WOMAN DID. 


She Managed an Intelligence Office with a 
Sense of Great HKesponsibility. 
Cuicago, Sept. 6.—[{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
Tun Triscne’s investigations into the do- 
mestic service question show clearly that 
there are different kinds of intelligence of- 
Hees. And they show, too, that much good 
ser vice gan be done the employers and the 
employed by wise and generous management 
in these offices. Some years ago I knew of 
Miss Lucy 
Kingman, a graduate of the Salem Normal 
School, opened in Boston an inteiligence of- 
fice for domestic service. Miss Kingman 
was a young woman of remarkable beauty 
and of high intelligence. She was an occa- 
sional contributor to the Atlantic Monthly, and 
was the intimate friend of well known it- 
erary men. She had not quite enough gift 
for writing to induce her to make iterature 
a profession, and she did not like to teach, 
and she belonged to a rigid, puritamic family 
that brought up its present generation to feel 
that every man and woman should do some- 
thing to benefit society—that there should be 
| es in the world’s hive of people. 
er, this puritanic family had great in- 
dependence of character, and did what they 
— provided it was a ht thimg to be 
one. Just what led Miss Kingman and a 
friend. of similar in ce to think of 
opening an employment office for domestic 
service I cannot * 3 But when 1 knew her 
a few years later felt she was doing a 
work and was leading a pleasant life. 
think her interest was chiefly on the side of

She remarked that it was easy to win 
their confidence, and then it was generally 
easy-to interest their employers in their 
welfare; and that she always tried to guard

LEARNING HOW TO COOK. 

Néw, how can we remedy the evil? I hap- 
pened to grow up in a hotel in Europe, and 
when ap noticed that my mother, who su- 
perintended the kitchen, had from four to six 

oung girls ‘come in the morning, and as 
— and apprentices help do any work 
commanded. I found out that they payed for 
their instructions, and came from three to 
four montas. hen others would com 
some, being rich, paying liberally. They d 
not have the chance at home to acquire the 
art of cooking, and they were well aware 
that they would some get mar- 
ried, must keep house, an even, if 
not doing the work themselves, must 
know the practical working m order 
to teach those they employed to do the work. 
As this is not practicable here in thie coun- 
try, where few business peopie in this line 
would bother themselves with this method, 
the only way is to open a practical’ school, 
where everybody, mistress and servants, 
can, fora certain tuition, acquire all this 
knowledge in a short time. 

A TRAINING SCHOOL. 
A practical cooking school, or call it what 
u may, should be conducted in the follow- 

ng manner, the same way as has been tried 
the last four years with the best results, and 
can be made self-sustaining from the start, 
little capital being — 

First secure a locauon, light, airy, 
large enough to seat from f to sixty peo- 
people, with chairs so elev that all can 
see and watch the process of executing the 
practical work, complete kitchen outfit 
must be on hand, large enough to cook 
food for the audience present to taste. A pro- 
gram for every afternoon must be written out 
and adve At 2 o’clock the theoretical 


and 


and practical teacher must commence by ex- 


plaining what is to be made, the nature of the 
material, the uses and abuses, and then pre- 
pare, weigh, cook, broil, stew, simmer, roast, 
bake, finish, and serve ready to taste to the 
audience. t them express their opinion, 
give them time to ask questions; never com- 
mence anything else until they have fuily 
understood, giving them the recipe and 
never doing anything out of their sight. The 
results will inspire them with confidence, 
and will make them ambitious to do the 
work themselves. 

Now, for this kind of teaching it requires 
an expert in cooking and baking in the full- 


est sense of the word; a man who can make 


a loaf of bread, or a table ornament of artist- 
ic design, broil a steak, or make boned tur- 
key—in fact, be a complete artist in this busi- 
ness; not because no woman could be found 
doing the work to some extent, but generally 
a man makes ee a lifework, and 
is more respec than a woman by her 
own sex. Ladies, married or single, hired 
girls or servants, can in a short time by 
gradual practice at home learn to prepare 
good food, and even be able to do more than 
is penenaly required in an ordinary house- 
hold. 


Experience, taste, and tact are 2 — 
but most of ali patience with the scholars 
must be exercised, never losing the temper, 
and always talking and teaching to the point. 

Hotel and restaurant cooki is different 
from family cooking. In hotels and restau- 
rants the work is divided, and more or less 
into lar uantities, but not with such care 
as in a family kitchen. A home-made loaf 
of bread, roll, pie, a soup, and all those 
things, made by the same person in a family 
kitchen, taste different. Hotel cooking is 
done for profit; at home it 1s made to suit the 
taste of the family, ana after all need cost 
no more. There are cooking schools in Bos- 
ton, Chicago, New York, and otner cities, 
but we hear very little of their results and 
practical benefits. 

COOKING THK CHIEF DIFFICULTY. 

I consider the art of cooking and baking 
the hardest to acquire by ploking up the 
knowledge. Making beds, dusting rooms, 
washing dishes, etc., are easily searned, as 
this kind of work repeats itself in a mechan- 
ical way. Cooking and baking are more diffi- 
cult; judgment and brainwork enter there, 
and “What shall we cook today?” isa 
hard question to decide in many families. In 
such a cooking school all kinds of dishes 
must be made, the same w comprise the best 
of French, German, and American pro- 
duction. 

In pastry and desserts, the standby of the 
Americans, an endless variety should be 
made; also lessons in preserving frui 
making jams and jellies, pickles, inj fact al 
things belonging to a good household.

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MISTRESSES GET THE WOEKST OF IT. 


Servante More Eager to Protect Their 
% Rights” than to Do Their Work Well. 
CuicaGo, Sept. 8.—[Editor of The Tribune, ] 

— So much has been said in your valuable 

paper concerning the question of nelp and 

their treatment I come now to say a word in 
favor of the much abused mistress.“ I be- 
lieve those cases where girls are cruelly 
treated are rare. Among my numerous 
friends I know of none who are not good and 
kind to their help. I therefore take this 
stand—that it is not unkind to require a girl 
to do fully and well what she engages to do 
and for which she expects the best wages. 

If she finds the work too hard then let her

I do not feel that we are under obligation 

to our help. We hire them to do our work 

and expect to pay their price for it. 

We do not engage them for companions,“ 

hence they are no part of the family, and it 

seems to me out of place to ask them to 

“join us in acup of tea” or “let us spend 

the afternoon sewing together.”

“Certainly. Even a clock not running is 
right twice in twenty-four hours, and only 
those time-pieces which are always running 
possibly may never be right.”

The observant watch-repairer is often 
startied by other coincidents which at first 
seem strange, but which, when duly con- 
sidered as effect and cause, are not strange. 
In closely regulating a watch he adjusts the 
second-hand in unison with the second-hand 
of the regulator. But it often happens that 
the second-hand, without setting, is right 


precisely to a second, though the watch may 


not have been running at all. Nothing 
strange about it either. Setting a great 
many daily it of necessity happens once in 


sixty times. In fact did it not so happen it 


would be strange indeed. 

Sunday is a day of rest for the watches in 
a jewelry store as well as for man and beass 
outside, Monday morning all are wound 
and set. But it frequently happens that one 
doesn’t need set because it is right toa 
minute though hardly ever to a second, as 
a is hkely to occur only once in 43,200 

mes. 

A certain watch, most wretched in mechan- 
ism anda di to the horologer’s art, 
defied the s of the best talent in the shop. 
It was never right. Likeabalky mule, it 
was bound to go its own way, and this was 
the wrong way. It was decided that the 
old man would have to sacrifice a day of 
his precious Ife to redeem the reputation of 
the establishment and to conquer the stub- 
born thing. But pending this serious job, be- 
hold one morning it wus discovered to be ex- 
actly correct to a minute. This was stran 
indeed. But upon iavestigation it was foun 
“dead.” The mystery vanished. 

* Accidents pever occur singly,” is a popu- 
lar saying among jewelers as well as 
other superstitious ple. If the maxim 
were true it would, indeed, be strange, but 
it is false. Accidents happen singly every 
day, and no one thinks of the popular fallacy, 
but when occasionally accidents follow in 

uick succession wiseacres think of the 
age and remark: It is so strange!“ 

„It never rains but it pours is based 
upon a little delusion. A common ocour- 
rence is the breaking of main-springs in 
watches. Being of necessity highly tem- 
pered, a spring, of course, is liable to break 
at any time. et the poor jeweler is often 
blamed, always held responsibie, and by 
virtue of custom must warrant them one 
year. Thus it often happens that he is 
obliged to putin a second or third spring in 
a watch free of ch Sometimes they 
break after eleven months’ service; then the 
customer laughs. But occasionally they 
break shortly after the twelve months are 
passed; then the laugh is on the other side. 
In my ‘experience of over thirty 
years as a jeweler it once  hap- 
pened that four main-spriigs broke in 
the same watch in one week, while the 
fifth one, out of the same ot of springs, has 
„stood the racket” for five years, and may 
out-last the watch. Nothing strange avout 
it, eather. Why should this not happen once 
in a hfetime and among 20,000 watches? 
Liability to break in one case implies liability 
to break in every case. 

Yet it is often impossible to convince a cus- 
tomer of this and all argument is useless. 
When a fine watch stops the first time he 
considers it a natural circumstance. But if 
it happens a second time he thinks it is 
strange indeed. The third time he is mad, 
while if it occurs the fourth time he brands 
the jeweler as an impostor and threatens to 
bring suit unless the cash is refundea. Yet 
if you ask him how a repetition of any cir- 
cumstance not strange can ever become 
strange, or how a circumstance entirely con- 
sistent with commercial honor can ever be- 
come a crime, he has no answer, but growls 
just the same. 

I remember reading not long ago an ac- 
count of two locomotives, both made at the 
same time, precisely alike, of the best mate- 
rial throughout, by the best mechanics, in 
the best locomotive works in New England. 
Yet while one performed its mission in abso- 
lute perfection, without break or halt, the 


other was continually,“‘off,” cranky, baiky, 


and, in spite of its nificent construction 
and the management of the best engineers, 
had to be repeatediy hauled back to the shops 
for repairs. | 

It is precisely so with watches. The best 
of them is as liable to “kick” as any. A 
thousand ‘insignificant trifles will interfere 
with accurate results. And, like causes ever 
producing like effects, it is but reasonable 
that a watch which is liable to stop once is 
liable to stop a second, third, fourth, or fifth 
time, and nothing strange about it at all. 
The stoppage in either case, not being re- 
lated to any previous stoppage. and therefore 
an independent result, must be. adjudged as 
such. But this the aver watch-wearer 
will not do. He persists in condemning a 
watch, not indeed because it stopped, but be- 
cause, perchance, it had stopped several 
times before; becauseif he could not thus re- 
late the last stoppage to one or more previous 
stoppages he would not think it strange at 
all. 

“If you paint the Devil on the wall he will 
come,” is a popular German adage. Para- 
phrased it is, Think of the Devil and he ap- 
pears,“ and shorn of its metaphor implies 
that if we think of 6 person he or she will 
come. And thinkofit! How — You 
think of Mrs. Jones, and behboid! here she 
steps in the door. “ How strange!” is your 
exclamation, and convictions of your pro- 
phetac and clairvoyant proclivities dawn 
upon you, and you resolve forthwith to at- 
tend Mme. Mysticas Angelica’s séance to 
find out if you are not destined by 
fate for a higher mission and perhaps to 
mediate between this mundane sphere and 
summer-land “over yonder.” Yet how sad- 
ly you are deluded! id it never occur to 
you how often we think of persons who don’t 
come and how often persons come we do not 
think of? People coming is not strange; 
thinking of people is not strange; it is only 
when the two non-related circumstances be- 
come related by occuring at the same time 
that you invest them with mystery and are 
prone to exclaim: “How strange!” And 
among the thousands we think of who do 
not come, and the thousands who come wé 
do not think of, is it strange that once in a 
great while the identical person should hap- 
pen to come we may have been thinking of? 

„Strange presentiments“ also come under 
the category of a mild form of superstition, 
and result from circumstances apparentiy 
strange, which are not strange. Thinking 
of an event liable to occur at any time or 
liable not to occur is not a presentiment, but 
a simple mental ss, which becomes a 
presentiment when the event thought of oc- 
curs. To illustrate: 1 have occupied my 
present place of business—the identical store 
—for twenty-one years. Thoughts of robbery 
and fire have often haunted me during this 
time. So far these ties have not over- 
taken me; therefore I have never yet had a 
presentiment. My thoughts have been 
neither strange nor prophetic. Should 1, 
however, some evening while meditating on 
the probabie risk of fire and robbery a jew- 
elry establishment is ever subjected to act- 
ually have a ntiment, my store would 
have to be rob or consumed by fire; otner- 
wise, of course, it would be no presentiment. 
Thoughts are not strange. Fires and burg- 
laries are not strange. But when the 
thoughts and calamities happen in certain 
succession superstitious people. ever revel- 
ing in realms of mystery. ine a relation- 
ship between the two and call it a “strange 


presentiment.”” .

CATCHING FISH WITH A: WHEEL. 


The Laziest Scheme Invented for Capturing 
the Fun Tribe. 

The man who invented the Columbia River 
salmon wheel was a genius, says the Liver- 
more Herald. The. laziest fisherman who 
ever baited a hook could ask no easier 
way of landing fish. And the fact that it 
can only be used at certain pots on the 
stream prevents this machine from ex- 
terminating the salmon in one season. Im- 
agine a common uadershot wheel, with the 
buckets turned the wrong way about. This 
is set in a high, narrow flume near the bank 
of the river, where the current is swift. 
From the down-stream end of this flume, ex- 
tended outward at an angle of 45°, are two 
upright — wreny B formed by pickets driven 
ciose together 
and wired to keep them from washing away. 
Just above the wheel (which is some ten feet 
in diameter), at the up-stream end is a plat- 
— from which a box flume runs to the 
shore. 

Now let us see bow it works. When the 
salmon are running, as —＋1[ knows, 
they come up in the Columbia River by mill- 
ions. The stream is deep, and a large per- 
centage always succeed in getting to the 
breeding grounds in safety. When salmon 
are running up a river they are constantly on 
the lookout for small streams in which to 
spawn. Aiso where the current is swift they 


are unable to make headway in the centre 


of the stream, and consequently seek the 
more guiet water near the bay. Of thesetwo 
instincts, the inventor of the fish wheel took 
@ mean advantage. At the for 
instance, where the water is swift he sets 
his wheel. Here come ane fish, hugging the 
bank by thousands—great black feliows from 
two to four feet long, heading resolutely u 
stream. Nothing can turn them back 
That wonderful instinct of nature which m- 
sures the preservatuon of species is no- 
‘where better developed than in a salmon. 
But in this instance it proves his destruc- 
tion. Now they are just below that wide- 
spread fence. The current which is rush- 
ing through the flumes and turning te 
big wheel at a lively pace attracts their at- 
tention. The upper fence, which sets nearly 
square across the stream, makes quiet 
water bere, and this flow seems to come from 
the bank. This to the salmon's mind is ev- 
dently the mouth of a shallow creek. Here 
is a spawning ground to our liking, and up 
this littie stream we go. So they crowded 
up between the two narrowing fences 
toward the fatal wheel. The fret 
fish’ reaches it, goes with a rush to 
overcome the current, is 
bucket, and up he goes high in the air 
while every bucket brings up another an 
another, till there is a procession of ascend- 
ing fish. At the top the velocity throws the 
fish violentiy upon the platform. from which 
he shoots down the flume to a great tank on 
the shore. Here come the fish, erowdm 
each other forward to that b wh 
None can go under nor to oneside. None 
will go back. And once a school starts for a 
wheel the owner can consider he has a title 
deed to the entire jot. 

One wheel will fun a cannery. Day and 
night, while the run _ lasts, they come ng 
up the wheel and shoot down the flume ma 
continuous stream. Fortunately there are 
but few places on the river where the wheels 
can be worked with this result. Where the 
fish can keep in the middle of the river few 
can be caught in this way. But the men who 
control these points are making fortunes.

Many canneries are idle 
this-season, and the fishermen’s price 
fish is rising eVery year.

New York, Sept. 6.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.}—The professional base-ball player 
bears two distinct relations to the public. 
Considered solely as a player, he is a public 
character, and to that extent his life belongs 


which empioys him, and it has therefore a 
right to know all the details of his life which 
may in any way affect this reiationship. It 
may not only into his actions and rec- 
ord upon the field but even into his private 


do notlessen his value as a player. Buta 
ball-piayer has also a life independent of his 
profession, exclusively hisown, in which he 
is entitied to the same privileges and rests 
under no other obligations than d attach to 
other members of the commmpity. I call par- 
ticular attention to the dual relation and the 


distinction it implies, because it is so. often 


overlooked. 

It is of hislifeasa player that I intend to 
write. Asa purely private person his man- 
ner of life will depend entirely upon himself 
and there wili be as much difference in this 
respect as there is difference of taste and 
character.

LIMBERING UP. 

For the first week or ten days the player’s 
life isa burden to him.

To throw or run or stoop is 
torture, and even to put on or remove one’s 
coat torces a g Of course, the ones 


the least exercise during the winter, allowing 
the miuiscles to become soft and unused to 
work. But even those who have done consid- 
érabie preliminary gymnasium work are not 
entirely exempt. In-door condition is by no 
means out-door condition, and it is not pos- 
sible to entirely escape this spring lameness. 
It is owing doubtless to the damp, cold winds 
which strike one when he is heated and per- 
spiring from violent exertion. Ball players 
seem able to stand alinost any amount of 
heat; with the system in good working order 
and the pores open, the hottest sun seems 
harmiess. But they don’t so easily become 
accustomed to cold. It is one of 
the worst features of the business that 
in chilly weather one is continually exposed 
to the danger of catching cola. The average 
life of professional players is extremely 
short, considering the robust health and 
strong constitutions with which mostof them 
start equipped. It is a remarkable fact that 
a large percentage of the players who have 
died have falien victims to some affection of 
the lungs, and I believe this to have 
been due, not to irregular habits and 
dissipation, as some have unkindly suggest- 
ed, but to the frequent colds to which they 
have been subject. There are men playmg 
ball today who have been years in the pro- 
fession, and they are sometimes pointed to 
as proofs of the claim that there is nothing 
in the game itself to shorten life. But if vou 
will look these men over you will find that 
they are of the easy-going kind who seldom 
become overheated, and are in consequence 
litte exposed to the dangers incident to sud- 
den changes of the temperature of the body.

The player does not have so much time to 
himself as might at first a r.

When on the 
road the team is either playing or travel- 
ing every day, and when evening comes the 
players will erally be found to prefer an 
easy chair in the hotel office to visiting 
around the city, as many —— seem to im- 
agine.

of dissipation I have seen this summer. But

Piaying ball is hard work while it lasts, 
and, coupled with the state of nervous ex- 
citement in which one lives, it is exhausting. 
By tong odds its most difficult and dangerous 
feature is base-running. The quick starting 
and sudden stopping, the frequent collisions 
with basemen, the vioient shock to the entire 
system when the body is thrown recklessly 
along the ground, and the continuous nervous 
strain soon makes one feel like an old man. 
„Why, then, do players take such chances!“ 
Simply because they cannot help themselves. 
The man on first who feels that he can and 
should steal second, is impelied by a force 
beyond himself to make the attempt. He 
who will not has not tne heart ot a thorough 
bali-piayer within him, though, fortunately, 
there are but few such pot-hunters in the

CATCHING FISH WITH A WHEEL. 


The Laslest Scheme Invented for Capturing 
the Fimny Tribe. 

The man who invented the Columbia River 
salmon wheel was a genius, says the Liver- 
more Herald. The. laziest fisherman who 
ever baited a hook could ask no easier 
way of landing fish. And the fact that it 
can only be used at certain points on the 
stream prevents this machine from ex- 
terminating the salmon in one season. Im- 
agine a common uadershot wheel, with the 
buckets turned the wrong way about. This 
is set in a high, narrow flume near the bank 
of the river, where the current is swift. 


From the down-stream end of this flume, ex- 


tended outward at an angle of 45°, are two 
upright fen formed by pickets driven 
ciose together into the bottom of the river, 
and wired to keep them from washing away. 
Just above the wheel (which is some ten feet 
in diameter), at the up-stream end is a plat- 
— from which:a box flume runs to the 
shore. 

Now let us see how it works. When the 
salmon are running, as everybody knows, 
they come up in the Columbia River by mill- 
ions. The stream is deep, and a large per- 
centage always succeed in getting to the 
breeding grounds in safety. When salmon 
are running up a river they are constantly on 
the iookout for small streams in which to 
spawn. Also where the current is swift they 
are unable to make headway in the centre 
of the stream, and consequently seek the 
more quiet water near the bay. Of these two 
instincts, the inventor of the fish wheel took 
@ mean advantage. At the Cascades, for 
instance, where the water is swift he sets 
his wheel. Here come ane fish, hugging the 
bank by thousands—great black fellows from 
two to four feet long, heading resolutely u 
stream. Nothing can turn them backward. 
That wonderful instinct of nature which m- 
sures the preservation of species is no- 


‘where better developed than in a salmon. 


But im this instance it proves his destruc- 
tion. Now they are just below that wide- 
spread fence. The current which is rush- 
ing through the flumes and turning the 
big wheel at a lively pace attracts their. at- 
tention. The upper fence, which sets nearly 
square across the stream, makes quiet 
water here, and this flow seems to come from 
the bank. This to the salmon’s mind is ev? 
dently the mouth of a shallow creek. Here 
is a spawning ground to our liking, and up 
this littie stream we go. So they crowded 
up between the two narrowing fences 
toward the fatal wheel. The _ first 
fish’ reaches it, goes with a rush to 
overcome the current, is 
bucket, and up he goes high in the air 
while 2 bucket brings up another and 
another, till there is a procéssion of ascend- 
ing fish. At the top the velocity throws the 
fish violentiy upon the platform. from which 
he shoots down the flume to a — tank on 
the shore. Here come the h, crowdin 
each other forward to that busy wh 
None cap go under nor to one side. None 
will go back. And once a school starts for a 
wheel the owner can consider he has a title 
deed to the entire lot. 

One wheel will fun a cannery. Day and 
night, while the run lasts, they come flying 
up the wheel and shoot down the flume in a 
continuous: stream, Fortunately there are 
but few places on the river where the wheels 
can be worked with this result. Where the 
fish can keep in the middle of the river few 
can be caught in this way. But the men who 
control these points are making fortunes. 
As it is, salmon are rapidiv disappearing 
from the Columbia. Many canneries are idle 
this-season, and the fishermen’s price per 
fish is rising every year. Surely this engine 
of destruction is largely the cause.
